AN ORDINANCE CREATING A 


COMMISSION TO GOVERN THE 
OPERATION OF TtLE 
HOPE 


WATER AND LIGHT 
PLANT 


AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY 


COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
HOPE, ARKANSAS: 
Section 1. That there by, and 


hereby is, created pursuant to Act 
115 of the Acts of the Arkansaj 
General Assembly ol 1957, a 
mission to" be known as the Water & 
Light Commission 
in
